“MILWAUKEE, Nov. 4—The only regret 
over Tuesday’s glorious work in this city is 
the defeat of Casper M. Sanger, the Repub- 
hean candidate for Congress from this dis- 
trict. Sanger ran nearly 2,000 behind his 
ticket, and all the Repub! doctors are at 
a loss to diagnose his case and tell the public 
what was the matter with him.

A JUVENILE BATTLE. 


The Boys of Two New York Wards 
Mave a Pitched Engagement. 
New York Sun, Nov. 3, 

For three hours yesterday a battle raged be- 
tween the Fifth Ward and the Sixth Ward boys. 
The field was that section of Worth street be- 
tween Church and Centre streets. The number 
of boys engaged in the combat when it was at its 
thickest was estimated at 450. Billets of wood, 
stone, pieces of broken bricks, and old bottles 
were the weapons. The casualties are many, 
but none is injured beyond recovery. 

Barly in the afternoon half a dozen Sixth 
Ward boys from Il to 18 years old strolled over 
near a polling- place in West Broadway, They 
raised a shout for Hancock, which awakened 
teelings of resentment in a smali squad of Fifth 
Ward urchins who were standing near. It does 
not appear that the latter were actuated 80 
much by fealty to Kepublican institutions as by 
innate repugnance for Sixth Ward institutions, 
but the shout for Hancock was met by a lusty 
ery for Garfield. A war of words broke out, and 
soon one of the boys, of which party it is not 


of the opposing party. The weapons were then 
changed vy the substitution of things material 
for things without substance, and a lively skir- 
mish wiih sticks and stoues began. The Fifth- 
Warders were on their own ground,and they 
fougat win confidence. Their ranks were con- 
tinually iucreased as the news of the battle 
spread among their compatriots, and in a short 
time they greatly outnumbered their oppo- 
nents. e Sixth-Warders, seeing that the 
enemy was becoming more numervus, made a 
retreat, fighting as they fell back, to Worth 
street. There they turued the corner and siow- 
ly retreated up Worth street toward Broadway, 
sutlicnentiy hoiding the enemy in check to pre- 
vent u charge and a rout. 

When the rear guard of the Sixth-Warders 
reacbed the brow of the hill along which Broad- 
way runs the din of buttie was beard, and the 
strugyies of the combatants were seen by other 
Sixth Ward urchins whe were down ward 
Centre street. The watchward and the call to 
arms were quicky passed along Dy the young 
Sixth-Warders who bad not yet engaged in the 
combat, and within tive minutes they were 
swarming up Worth street to the rescue of their 
computriots. The retreat of the Sixth Ward 
skirmisbers had been slow, and the battle h 
been raging more than an hour when they were 
thus reinforced. The issue, which at first bad 
been political. uad become sectional. It was the 
Sixth Ward against the Fitth Ward, irrespective 
of political considerations, color, race, or pre- 
vious conditions of servitude. The Fifth Ward- 
ers had been receiving reinforcements ever 
since the battle began, and when the two forces 
faced euch other on Broadway, it was estimated 
that there were in both armies at least 40) boys 

Although the battle began witnout Generals 
on either side, the emergency brought forth 
leaders equal to the occasion. Jerry Dooley. 
freckled-faced, straight-haired, with uniform 
of checkered shirt, gray trousers, and one sus- 
pender hanging lke a Captain's sash over his 
shoulder, stepped to the tront of the Sixbth- 
Warders, and, waving a grimy hand high above 


e sub- 


his head, shouted fur his compatriots to tollow 
him. The Fifth Ward urchins were at that 
moment swarming up Worth street under 
the leadership of aGeneral whom they culled 
“Slim Jim.” The Sixth Ward reinforcement 
had gathered up stones as they cume, and, giv~- 
ing of their ammunition to their fellows, the 
entire Sixth Ward force made a charge un the 
enemy. Stones as large as the boys could hurt 
were showered down upon the Fifth Ward- 
era. The latter dodged nimbly, and cast back 
the missiles that feil among them. The two 
fronts of the opposing forces were now within 
about three rods of each other, midway 
between Broadway and Church street. Sharp- 
cornered pieces of bricks fell on heads and 
shoulders, and tingers were cut on the hands of 
those who buried them. The Fittn Wuarders 
bravely withstood the onslaught, in the course 
of which one of their number was borne from 
the eld witha large gash in his forehead, and 
many of them bad bloody faces and hands, 
But the Sixth Warders had thrown ail their 
missiles, and were fuilimg back for a new sup- 
ply. This movement was taken by the enemy 
for a stampede, and, gathering up the stones 
and bricks that littered the street, they charged 
savagely op the advance lines of the Sixth 
Warders. The rear-guard of the latter were 
meantime breaking bricks in Worth street near 
Centre by throwing paving-stones on them, and, 
again rallied by Gen. Dooley, they surged 
across Broadway, driving the invaders back 
toward Church street. 

For an bour or more the tide of battle raged 
across Broaaqway. ‘The field for the greater 
part of the time was Worth sireet, between 
Broudway and Church streets. All of the large 
stores were closed, and the street was given up 
to the battle. The combatunts fought behind 
trucks and doorposts as well as in the open 
street, and the continuous hailof missiles on the 
pavements made a sound like the crackling of 
a great contiagration. The boys were from 13 
years old down to the smaijest ragamutiins, and 
they fougbt desperately. Their yelis tilled the 
street, and attracted considerable crewds at the 
Broadway corners. There were long intervals 
when no one ventured to cross Worth street in 
Broadway, except those who rode in vehbicies. 
When Broadway was the tield between the op- 

ising turces, the crowds of lookers-on fell back 
‘out of the possible reach of the missiles. 

The Fifth Warders grew in, numbers faster 
than the opposing army, and Mr. Newbouild, 
watchman at Claflin’s store, estimates that the 
number of boys engaged on both, sices when 
the battle was at its hight was not less than 
4. With their increased numbers the Fifth 
Warders were slowly but surely getting the 
ad wuntage of tune others. Under the lead of 
“Siim Aim they had carried the fight up to 
Broadway, and threatened to force the enemy 
down Worth street to a positiog where they 
would have to tight up bill. Then it was that 
Gen. Dooley sent one of bis aids to summon out 
the ltaliau contingent; and in a few minutes, 
led by a red-shirted urchin from Baxter street, 
who waved a painted Stars and Stripes above 
his head, the Italian reserve force rushed 
up. the bill and to the front, Then came the 
fiercest of the buttie. Flusbed witn their tem- 
porary advuntage, the Fifth Warders withstood 
the onslaught for a time without flinching. The 
attenuated arms of “Slim Jim flasbed around 
him as he buried bricks at the enemy and waved 
his bands for bie comrades to stand firm. But 
the Italian contingent was fresh, and the Sixth 
Warders drove the foe _ silowly down 
toward Church street; and just as victory 
seemed about to pereb on the standard of bim 
who wore the flaming shirt, three or four police- 
men came scudding up Worth street from the 
west side, and the almost victorious army was 
scattered as kes are driven before the 
orth wind.

SCHWATKA’S EXPEDITION. 


A Lecture on the Scientific Results of 
the Last Arctic Journey. 
| New York Tribune. 

The scientific features of the recent Franklin 
search expedition were presented last night by 
Lieut. Schwatka at a meeting of the Academy 
of Sciences. Beginning with the use of alcohol. 
Lieut. Schwatka emphasizes the fact that nota 
drop of ardent spirits uf any kind was used in bis 
sled journey of 1 In short journeys 
and hunting expedi where there was ampie 
room for baggage, it was considered that aiconol 
might be carried, and, if used in moderation, 
would raise the temperature of the body sligut- 
ly, and tend, as elsewhere, to increased comfort. 
But on long journeys ardent spirits could not be 
carried in bulk without displacing otber 


indispensable articles. Alcohol was not 

us necessary, and was not 
cousidered a good heatmy agent. The injurious 
elects of inteuse cold, however, had sumeumes 
been wrongly ascribed to the use of liquor. On 
shipboard 


the general use of alcohol e stimu- | 


lants was considered bad, and uniy allowable 
when every possible cha of seurvy was re- 
moved by the character of food. 

In reward to temperature, Lieut. Schwatka 
said that his men had eucuuntered the most in- 
tense heat ever recorded by white men,—7s de- 
grees Fahrenheit, or Ws degrees below tne 
freezing point. Un that day the camp was 
moved ten miles, and uo unusual inconvenience 
was felt, It was not the intensity of the cold 
that was unpleasant. All suiferang was caused 
by the direction and violence of the wind. With 
the thermometer at—év degrees Faureaneit no 
especiai t.ouvle was met with, but at a tempera- 
ture utteen degrees higher, with a wind bio 
Straight in the faces of the men, trost bites an 
great suffering were common. The white men 
would freeze their noses on the exposed portion 
of their cheeks. The coldest days were pertect- 
ly calm; on warmer days, with the excepuon 
of afew days in midsummer, the wind dien 
constantly. But it was cousidered that to nen 
clad in warm cluthing temperature wus not ma- 
terial, and the longest jourueys could be under- 
taken without fear. When the tuermometer 
sunk to —71 deg. Fabr., the sky was of a 
leaden hue, varied with browuish red peur the 
sun. Clouds of vapor rolled from everything 
animal. When the expedition stopped it was 
euveloped in steam. Musk oxen and deer could 
be detected at a distance of ive or six miies 
— the Vapor about them, and the Esquimuux 
claimed to be able to distinguish the kind of 
avimals by peculiarities in t is vapor. Water 
poured on ice caused a crackling like miniature 
fire-crackers, and the surface of'sheets of ice 
was g and obaque from tue unequal expan- 
sion. The sound of the runners wus like that 
caused by u resined bow or tuning-fork, and, 
heard at a distance, resembled an Al »iean barp. 
In the most extreme cold the acclimatization of 
the white men proved as perfect us that of the 
natives. At a very low temperature ihe beard 
became a block of ice, and the lips and nostrils 
were nearly giued together. Exercise, though 
important, was not 80 essential as nas beeu 
stated, there never being a necessity for exer- 
cising to the point of fatigue. For Arctic ex- 
plorers a strong circulation and a tendency not 
to perspire protusely are desirable. The com- 
mon theories regarding the danger in using snuw 
were at variunce with Lieut. Schwaikas ex- 
perience. At—00 degrees Fahr., the snow 
treezes temporurily the muous membrane of 
the mouth, causing a burning sensation. If 
this be often and rapidly repeated it is bighly 
injurious, but snow and ice taken in modera- 
tion at long intervals are of great service in 
quenching toirst. Drowsiness was ont experi- 
enced in connection with great cold, and it was 
cousidered as resuiting unusually from a sud- 
den change from sbipvoard to vut-of-door life, 
or from an insufficieut acclimatization. 

Nearsightedoess, though attended with some 
discomforts, gave certain important advan- 
tages. The glasses became readily covered with 
congealed moisture from the beat, but with the 
squinting common to nears-guted persons were 
au etiicient protection against the glare of 
the sun upon the snow. No one who was 
‘nearsighted suffered from snow blindness, 
while the Esquimaux were troubied with this 
more than the white men. They also suffered 
from chronic opthalmia and the deposits caused 
by cataracts. in very cold weather the huts 
were buried two or three feet deep in snow. It 
was advisable to change these huts as often as 
possible, because the constant freezing and 
thawing make them a mass of trausiucent ice, 


| and exhalations from the breath, bodies, and 


fires become congealed on the walis, continualir 
fulling off and causing a itte snow-storm in the 
interior. | 

The effect produced by the darkness of the 
long Arctic night upon humua*eings was con- 
sidered to be much more real thao we discum- 
forts occasioned by loneliness and homesick- 
ness. According to physicians, it bas been found 
that darkness decreases the respiratory move- 
meats in to its intensity. It was 


therefore held that in the long, dark Arctic win- 


ter the respiratory movements would becowe 
much reta , and a consequent injurious et- 
fect would be exerted, the circulation being 
slow and the blood impertectiy oxidized. 10 
prevent this, crews should be exposed as much 
as possibie to the light. 


A MAJESTIC MONUMENT. 


How the Champions of Emancipation 
Wall Be Honored. 
Washington (D. C.) Post. 

The first statue of what is to be known as the 
National Lincoln Monument will be cast to-day 
at the bronze foundry of Mr. Clark Mills, the 
veteran sculptor, a few miles from this city. 
The tigure to be cast to-day, that of Judge 
Chase, Secretary of the Treasury under Lincoin, 
will occupy a prominent position on the mun- 
ument. The latter, as at preseut contemplated, 
is to be very elaborate. It will consist of thirty-six 
bronze figures, six equestrian and the rest pedes- 
trian, all of coiossal size. The pedestal on which 
these will rest will be of granit, this light ground 
showing the dark ugures to excellent advantage. 
it wul have three concave sides.—a style origi- 
nal with Dir. Mills, there being no other monu- 
ment of this style in the worid,—and consist of 
three stories, as it were, beginning with three 
steps, each several feet high. In this syatem of 
trios the artist bas followed the oid Grecian 


style. At the base of the monument there will 
be six equestrian figures, aco about sixteen or 
eighteen feet high, representing Gens. Grant, 
Snoerman, Speridun, Wadsworth, Howard, aud 
Thomas. Gen. Wadsworth will represent tne 
volunteer element of the war, his figure being 
suggested for this purpose by Genu. Gran. 
These statues will ovcupy jutting pedestais of 
grauit, and po two horses will tbave the same 
posture. The concave sides of the shuft, im- 
mediately Jo the rear of these tigures, will bear 
an appropriate carved inscrption regarding the 
nume and design of the pile.

 ‘RORALMA. — 


A Water-Fall a Mile High. 

Barrington Brown, during his memorable sur- 
vey of Guiana, reached the foot of Roralma, 
and ascended its sloping portion te a hight of 
5,100 feet above the level of the sea. Between 
the highest point he reached and the foot of the 
great perpendicular portion which towered 
above is a band of thick forest. Looking up at 
the great wall of rock 2,000 feet in hight, he 
could see that a forest covered its top, and that 
in places on its sides where small trees or shrubs 
could gain a bold, there theycling. The gigan- 


tio cliff itself is composed of beds of white, pink, 


and red sandstone, interbedd d with layers of 
red shale, the whole rest on a great bed of 
red diorite. The length Of Rorulma 4s about 
eight or ten miles; Kukenam is perhaps larger, 
and the area of iilebeapeur is certainly more 
extensive. It is impossible to view this Wonder- 
ful group of mountains witout realizing that 
far back in the youth of the world they formed 
part of an arcaipelago in tropical seas. That they 
are well wooded and watereg s made certain b 
visible trees and the eno 8 water-fall whic 
pours at least from Roraima. A grand view of 
thin catafact was obtained by Barrington Brown 
from the mouth of a cave, inhabited bs guacharo 
birds, and situated 1,882 feet above the level of 
the sea. Through the clear atmosphere wus dis- 
tinctly visible ata distance of thirty miles the 
white thread of the water-fail. e lIudians 
said it was the head of a bragch of the Cotinga 
River, but it is more probably the head of she 
Caroni, a branch of the Ormcko. This tropical 
Staubbach is probably the highest fail in the 
world, and is atthe same time of considerabie 
bulk. The cliff of Roralma is 7,00) feet in hight, 
over the upper half of whien it fell like a 
plumb-line and then descended with a slight 
slope outward. The remaining 3,000 feet to the 
valiey below slopes at an angie of 45 degrees, 
and, being tree-cove the rest of the fall is 
hidden by foliage. 

The invisibie aitraction of the curious savan- 
na range of isiand mountains to naturalists 
arises from the inaccessibility, This should not 
be understood as the mere re to excel others 
in a feat of climbing, but as tie hope that some 
relics of the mammalian life of the so-called 
* miocene period may bave survived on these 
isolated altitudes, cut off from all communica- 
tion with the living, moving world. If any of 
the miocene’’ mammals lived upon them when 
the sea washed their bases, the descendants of 
those animals may exist there still, as the lem- 
urs exist in Madagascar, and a whole family of 
masupials, such as the Kaugaroo,in Australia. 
Perua ps a balloon may one sulve the mys- 
tery which lends a charm to island mount- 
ains, and the happy natu t who lunds—as 
one will, of course, and in time—on the summit 
or Rorailma may find himself among the de- 
scendants of the races long since biotced from 
the lower world, ia which the evidence of their 
existence is recorded in the great stone books 
alone. Amid the forest depths, on which rests a 
large cloud, he may find set the gigantic sau- 
rians of the youthful wortd; grim monsters of 
the fiesh-lizard form, but great 


of existing mammalia. ving the tapir, one 


of the most anment of extant creatures, at the 


bottom of the Roralma cascade he may find at 


its top its gigantic cogeners,—buge herbivorous 


animals fifteen and eighteen feet in length; the 
dinotherium, a tapir-like creature larger than 
the elephant; antique analogues of the masto- 
don, ancestors of the borse, the bog, and the 
great cats, which in the known parts of the cun- 
tinent are represented by the jaguar, the puma, 
and the ecelot. The prospect of the dinotherium 
alone would be sutiicient to compensate an en- 
thusiastic naturalist for the labor of years. It 
is the largest of the terrestrial mammatia which 
have inbabited our globe, and deservedly stands 
at the head of the thiek-skiuned animals, as the 
meguthertum or gigantic sloth at that of the 
tardigrades. Probably the dinotherium would 
be found, if found at all. pursuing a 
life like that of the hippopotamus. 
its great head and tusks are fitted for 
grubbing up aquatic plants, and, like those of 
the walrus, for helping the animal out of the 
water. But the dinotheriam is but one of the 
startling forms which might be looked for on 
Roralma,if its cliffs be really as difficult as 
painted. Lizards in the semi-ophidian stage 
might be encountered, and other animals which, 
as the little boy said who had been taken intoa 
lecture of Prot. Owen's, had not quite made up 
their minds what they were going to de.“ 

The question is, is Roraima as inaccessible as 
it looks? From recent evidence there is a break 
in the water-fall ata point 1,000 feet below the 
flat. cliff-like summit. Now 1,000 feet do not 
cover a very greut bight, and there is no good 
evidence as to the tnuccessibility of the mount- 
ain. Travelers have looked from afar, and In- 
dians have talked, and nothing has been done 
among them. Has any white man tried the 
Ascent and failed? Is the scientific world uf to- 
day going to give up as impossible what has 
never been seriously attempted? 


News of the Long-Lost Tribes—Report 
that a Portion of the Ten Tribes Has 


Been Found.

Prof. Sachau, who bus lately retu rned from 
the East, brings news of u discovery that cannot 
fail to prove interesting to all Bible students. 
In II. Kinga, xvii., 6, we Tread that “the King 
of Assyria took Samaria, and carried Israei 
away into Assyria. and placed them in Halah, 
and in Haber by the river of Gozan, and in 
the cities of tho Medes. In the eighteenth chapter 
aud eleventh verse taisis repeated. From the con- 
text in both places one gathers that Shulmaneser 
curried the israelites away; although he did in 
reality die during the three yeurs of the siege, 
which was brought to a successful conclusion 
by his successor, Sargon, in 720. In I. Chroni- 
cles, V., 6, the deportation of the Israelites is 
aseribed to Pul and to Tigiath-Pilneser,—both, 
probably, names for the same person, the pre- 
decessur of Snalmaneser. The Reubenites, the 
Gadites, and the half tribe of Manasseh are 
mentioned as those wuom de deported, and 
Hara is added to the places mentioned in Kings. 
It may be well to recall, in passing, that Tig- 
luth-Pilueser actually did wrest the trans-Jvur- 
davic. territory from the King of. Israel. 
in the apuchryphal Book of Tobit we find the 
Israelites spoken of as dwelling in the cities of 
the Medes. and a city, Rages, is mentioned, a 
pluce in the neighborhood of the modern Tehe- 
ran, south of the Caspian Sea. Shortly after, 
or about the time of the capture of Samaria, 
Jargon conducted some campaigns in Babylonia 
and Elam, on the Persian Gulf, and from these 
rextous be brought inhabitants to supply the 
vacancy caused by the deportation of the Is- 
raelites. 

Halah was a portion of the City of Nineveh, 
the cupital of the capital, which bad apparently, 
at the time of Sargon's accession, been some- 
what depopulated by civil strife. The cities of 
the Medes were southeast of the Sea of Urmia 

d south of the Caspian. But where was 
‘Habor, a river of Guzgan?” Both names ap- 
pear twice. Habor appears as a tributary of 
the Euphrates, and Gozua as part of Mesopota- 
mia. For a long time tais was supposed to be 
the region meant. There had. however, been 
no wars or disturbances of any sort to cause the 
depopulation of this part of Mesop otamia, and 
itis difticultto see why Sargon should have 
made room for them there. Further, to settle 
them in a place from which they could so read- 
ily return to their home would have been con- 
trary to the Assyrian policy. There was also a 
scurbely known Habor and Gozan in the neigh- 
borhoed of the Sea of Urmia, and there is yet a 
valley of Habor west of that sea.

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| SMOKED INDIAN CHIEF. 


How the Body of an Araucano Chief Is 


Treated After Death Horrible or- 


gies. 

A correspondent of the San Francisco Bulletin, 
writing of the Araucano Indians, of Chili, gives 
the following description of the manner of dis- 
posing of the remains of deceased Chiefs: 

“The men never practice medicine, which 
duty is left to the medicine women, who use 
herds and roots, and, when these fail in effect it 
is attributed to the tricks of evil spirits. Use is 
then made of the horn, drum, and incantations, 
which produce a horrible din. Should a ¢om- 
mon man or woman die, the body is carried out 
of camp, and oftentimes cast upon the ground 


and left there. With the Ciciqueit is different, 
for he is believed to be more than and 


can only die by assasination, ete. 


attacks of the evil spirits. 

women, when they find all their remedies and 
arts useless, and the Cicique breathing his last, 
fiy in yjl directions to esca ndian vengeance, 
many making their way to the Chili settlements; 
others, hidden, die of starvation. The neign- 
boring tribes will not succor them, and they are 
hunted up in all directions. No matter how 
many years elapse, when caught they must be 
sacrificed to appease theChief's spirit. When 
the Ciciyue is dead, no immediate notice is taken 
of it, but his body is placed in wickerwork, and 
hungup in the dwelling under the open chim- 
ney, where all the smoke passes over him. The 
family live in the room, and never remove from 
it to another dwelling. During the time of 
smoking the body, the poor medicine woman, or 
perbaps a wife or two, are subjected at intervals 
Lo the torture. 

“Ali the Ciciques and their followers for 
leagues away are notified that at a certain moon 
the cere over the dead will commence, 
and a great attendance is expected. The women 
criers and bowlers are assembled, and lamenta- 
tions are kept up without cessation, morning and 
night. The body of the smoked and dried Caief- 
tain is placed in a hollow iog of canoe shape, 
prepared for the occasion, and at the appointed 
time the funeral cortége prepares for its march. 
The body is at the head of the column, and sur- 
rounded by the women criers, wita disheveled 
hair, tears running down their cheeks, and ago - 
izing howls filling the air. Next came the wives 
on foot, the children next, the relations behind 
them, the rear and flanks surrounded by 
a large concourse of warriors, armed, and 
on borseback. Proceeding to some 
they dig a deep hole, depesit the dead Chief 
under the soil, and heap a pile of dirt over the 
fiiled-up grave, sometimes as high as fifteen 
— pp the arity Fe! oy a long 
pole is placed upright at the head o grave, 
und one at the foot. The impleménts of the 
warrior rest with him in his grave; b's favorit 
horse is killed, his fiesh serving for the feast, 
his hide, head, legs, and tail remaining. The 
body is stuffed with dried grass, and when 
cluded the horse-mummy is tied head and tail, 
in a Standing position, to the two es. Now 
the warriors ride around a large in rapid 
succession; each with his dumb show tries to 
recount and imitate the brave deeds of the dead. 
The Feast of the Medicine Women is then in 
order. Sigh speechiess, they are then 
conducted to the stake, -and securely fastened 
to it. Savage cruelties are 
upon their bodies. The BA wood is 
spread about them and lighted, the shouts 
and exultacions of the multitude, who watch 
their victims as they suffer, and are rvasted 
alive and consumed. This is followed by a bau- 
quet upon horse or mule tiesh and whisky. A 
scene of drunkenness follows for days. At 
times some warrior will seat bi f upon a 
stone or stump, and his voice will utter screech- 
ing or haif-singing words to the assembly before 
him. Otten he will appear frantic, at other 
times subdued and quiet. Another warrior will 
leave the circle, and coming in front ot the first 
will apparently answer mum. Both will then 
unite in wild walls and cries, the crowd around 
at last joining their voices, Parties who have 
seen these ceremonies, and are acquainted with 
the Araucano language, suy they can never dis- 
cover what is suid or meant.and through the 
Indians could never get satisfactory answers to 
solve the question.” 


Cuisine Gossip. 
New York Hour.’ 

There isa curious dilfereuce vetween the modes 
of eating and drinkimg adopted by the French 
and the Hugiish. It is generally supposed that 
the Frenchmaa drinks good wine and eats r 
foud, and that the Englishman bas a substa 
tint dinner and drinks adulterated liquor. The 
reverse, however, is the truth. The Frenchman 
drinks abominable stuff, which is sold for vin 
ordinaire, and so ductored that it must in time 
necessarily ruin any stomach, while the Englisu- 
man drinks sound, wholesome pale ale or stout. 
In regard to food, on the other hand. the Eu-, 
gliishman—and still more so the Bootehman and 
the Irisaman—eut abominably indigestible stuff, 
unless they are rich enough to aiffurd a sound 
joint of meat. But it is well known that same- 
ness of food is very disastrous to the stomach 
and that a the spice ot life, in food as 
in everything else, and wnat roast beef alteruat- 
ed with roast mutton every day in the year can 
do no good to a man’s constitution, eacept in a 
pureiy brutal sense. The French workman. re- 
turning to his home and finding that nis wife 
has taken care of his dinner and has prepared 
tor him one or two savory dishes, tinds in them 
not only an animal but an esthetic and even a 
romantic satisfaction. Such food cannot help 
giving bim much more pleasure than the joint 
and potatoes cooked at the bakery across the 
way. But even the lowest classes of the British 
population begin to understand the superiority 
of the Continental cookery over their own; and 
the Belgians have been for years past carrying 
off the palm in matters of gastronomy. Ac- 
cording to the London ruth,“ A wealthy gentie- 
man. now residing in the Walloon country, 
recentiv indorsed this statement. On being 
asked why he had expatriated bimseif, he replied 
that he had tried four different lands, with a 
view of ascertaining in which of them the in- 
habitants kept the best table. In France,“ he 
continued, 1 found they ate well, but drank 
bad wine; in Germany they drank good wine, 
but ate most execrabie dishes. In Eagland the 
eating and drinking were alike bad; in Belgium 
they were both good. . 

The superiority of Continental cookery con- 
sista in the combination of simplicity with varie- 
ty. Most of the condiments and spices which 
are used by the Anglo-Saxon race are discard- 
ed by the Latin ruce. What the French house

MORAN’S PARTISAN DECISION. 

One of the local incidents of the late cam 
paign which the people of Chicago should 
not allow to pass out of their minds was the 
grossly partisan harangue delivered from 
the Bench by Judge Moran, in justification 
of his action in rescinding an order that had 
been previously made by Judge Rogers, au- 
thorizing the appointment of Deputy-Sher- 
iffs for service on election-day. The decision 
itself was conspicuously unfair and one- 
sided, because Judge Moran was fully aware 
that Mayor Harrison had appointed nearly a 
thousand so-called “special policemen,” 
all Democrats, and that selections had 
been made from the worst elements 
in that party to the total exclusion 
of the Republicans; consequently he 
knew that common justice required a legal 
representation of the Republican party at the 
polls. Hechose to assume, however, that 
the United States election officers were all, 
Republican agents, which was not the case, 
which, in fact, was false; and thereupon he 
proceeded to denounce the United States 
laws which had been confirmed by the Su- 
preme Court of the Nation, to impugn the 
motives of the United States officials, and to 
sneer at the decision which Judge Drum- 
mond had just delivered in the United States 
Circuit Court. 

The harangue—for we. cannot call it an 
“opinion”—which Judge Moran delivered. 
was at once partisan and impertinent. 

Among Moran’s offensive remarks was 
that in which he spoke of the Deputy-Mar- 
shals as being “ostensibly at the polls to 
keep the peace, and another in which he 
referred to United States Marshal Hildrup 
as an officer imported into this community, 
and appointed to office in this community, as 
a mere political reward—party reward.” By 
what peculiar virtue did Judge Moran ac- 
quire the right to sneer at other officehold- 
ers? Is he certain that he did not receive the 
place he holds as a mere party reward ? Has 
he the rare satisfaction of knowing that it 
was his erudition as a jurist which caused 
him to be nominated by a Democratic bum- 
mer convention as a Judge? If so, why was 
he so anxious to serve the Democratic party 
while acting in that capacity? What else 
is Judge Moran than “an importation 
into this community’? He is a carpet- 
bagger from Cork of some adjacent town, 
whereas Marshal Hildrup is to the manor 
born, and is discharging his duties in the 
capital of his-district,—a district in which he 
has lived much longer than Moran has. We 
were not aware that there was any blue 
blood” in the veins of the Morans that gives 
them the special privilege of looking down 
upon importations,“ or that the family has 
any hereditary right to officeholding which 
warrants it in regarding other officeholders 
with contempt. His desire to sneer at the 
Government betrayed him into the ridiculous 
assumption of personal and official superior- 
ity for which he holds no title. 

Having thus displayed an unusual degree 
of effrontery and discourtesy on the Bench, 
Judge Moran proceeded to ventilate his 
Bourbon, State-sovereignty theories in the 
following language:

outrage upon a citizen during that election-day, 
that no magistrate can issue a warrant for them 
—that is, no magistrave owing his office to the 
people of this community, nv Judge of a court 
of record, not even the Supreme Court of this 
State if they had occasion to act, has power 
to issue a warrant or inquire whether the man 
committed the act in the discharge of his duty; 
but the mere assertion of this striker that he 
did commit the outrage or wrong in the dis- 
charge of his duty depriving. the court of abso- 
2 — and passes him over for trial 
by United States authorities, who have no ma- 
chinery—manifestly no machinery—for the 
preservation of the peace or the administration 
of a tine and punishment for these littie petty 
offenses and assaults committed ina community. 
Now, at this election at all the polls these men 
are to be thus appointed. 


Never did an ordinary local Judge exhibit 
more arrogance, pretense, and partisanship 
in a judicial opinion. He seemed to think 
it an outrage that the General Government 
should seek to exercise any supervision over 
an election for the Chief Executive and the 
National Legislature. He treated the acered- 
ited officers of the General Government as if 
they were the paid emissaries of some foreign 
hostile Power. He told by indirection of what 
he would have done if he had been a Judge 
on the Supreme Bench of the United States, 
though it is not likely that he will ever again 
get so near to that high distinction as he is 
to-day. Hecast a slur upon Judge Drum- 
mond, who commands the admiration, re- 
spect, and the confidence of the legal pro- 
fession and of the people all over the land. 
He was guilty of effusive and offensive disre- 
spect to the Government by speaking of its 
officers as partisan strikers,” and his slurs 
were prompted by narrow-minded partisan- 
ship at the fact that National authority should 
at any time, or under any circumstances, be 
regarded as paramount to local authority at 
a National election. Judge Moran, as a loca! 
Circuit Judge, evidently conceives himself to 
be a “bigger man” than Judge Drummond 
as a United States Circuit Judge, and thinks 
that his dictum ought to have greater au- 
thority in this particular community. Had 
Similar sentiments been delivered from the 
Bench of some nisi prius Judge in a South- 
ern Bourbon community, it would not have 
been so surprising; but Judge Moran ougnt 
to know that the people of Chicago regard 
themselves as citizens of the United States 
as well as of the State of Illinois, 
and havea higher respect for National au- 
thority than they have for any local authori- 
ty. They do not look* upon a United States 
official in the proper discharge of his duty 
as a foreigner, or as an importation, or inter- 
loper, and cannot feél a very high regard for 
any person who, as a citizen and Judge, en- 
tertains so unpatriotic a sentiment. 

The importance of retaining a recollection 
of Judge Moran’s undignified impeachment 
of Government officials for a partisan pur- 
pose consists in the warning that party 
politics may exert an influence upon Demo- 
crats on the Bench in spite of precedent and

A COOL MAN IW THE RIGHT PLACE. 

During the session of the Republican Na- 
tional Convention “The Man on the top 
bench” was posted in such a conspicuous 
position that he could not help noticing many 
small details that were not noticeable to 
those in the midst of the hurly-burly. In his 
calm ard altitudinous eyrie, he was not 
amazed by the frenzy and enthusiastic furor 
of the crowds below, and consequently sur- 
veyed the mélée with unprejudiced eyes and 
opportunities for beholding effects. There 
was one feature of the climax that riveted 
his attention, and that was the coolness of the 
one man in that vast assemblage who, by all 
rules and traditions of human nature, should 
have been the most excited. In the very 
whirlwind of enthusiasm, when State after 
State broke from its third-term moorings and 
piled up its votes for that one man, when the 
delegates sprang to their febt and let loose 
their pent-up excitement, when the great 
audience, men and women, no longer able 
to restrain themselves,. yelled, and shouted, 
and sang, and comported themselves as if 
suddenly seized with the sacred fervor of 
whirling dervishes, when the band pierced 


the din with its shrill strains, when the can-. 


non let loose their thunders, when the rep- 
resentatives of the great Republican party 
piled their State shields high above the head 
of this man, he alone of all the assembled 
thousands sat calmly, coolly, and thought- 
fully, unmoved by the fury about him, pre- 
serving his equanimity and maintaining his 
mental and physical poise as perfectly as if 
he were sitting in his own study at home 
among his favorit books. 

Four months have elapsed since that time, 
and on Tuesday last this man was again 
placed in a scene ofintense excitement, for 
a few hours were to determine whether the 
Nation would ‘ratify the choice that 
was made in those June days. In- 
stead of a few thousands, millions of 
people were wrought, up with excitement 
as wildly as if they themselves. were 
the object of this great rally at the ballot- 
box, and as if some result of vital importance 
to themselves were to occur. Once more 
this man was the coolest among all these 
millions. He went about his customary 
duties, received his friends as usual, inter- 
viewed his wife with regard to the feasibility 
of plowing up the back-garden, drove over 
to the cheese-factory to examine the dairy ac- 
counts for the past month, and did not for- 
get to attend to the winter supply of butter. 
At night, as the returns came pouring in 
upon him, and telegrams and letters of con- 
gratulation came thick and fast, andit be- 
came certain, as the boys passed the apples 
round, that the American people had called 
him from his cheese, and butter, and back- 
garden plowmg to the highest position in 
their gift, he still retained his composure and 
coolness, while all around him were wild 
with excitement. To one who rallied him 
upon his coolness he remarked: 


It is much ditferent with me from the man who 
feels like rejoic over the general result, and 
then knows that nsibility ends. see 
befure me the great r of the office in 
cuse I am elected, and makes me feel truly 
solemn. I rejoice at the success of the party, 
while I tremble at what it means to me. 


The man who looks forward to his duties 
and responsibilities if this earnest manner 
will he apt to perform them in a manner 
creditable to himself and the people. It is 
the same spirit that actuated Abraham Lin- 
colin as he sat in his simple home awaiting 
the result of the returns. The man who can 
rise above the whirl, and excitement, and 
passion of the passing moment, and look. for- 
ward to his responsibilities coolly and 
thoughtfully, realizing their magnitude and 
their solemnity, will be likely to prove the 
right man in the right place. It is better 
than being superb or posing for popular 
admiration. d 


. “SORRY FOR THE PEOPLE.” 

Gen. Hancock is “sorry for the people and 
the [Democratic] party.“ Gen. Hancock 
talks very foolishly. “Sorry for the peo- 
ple”! ‘What does Gen. Hancock mean? 
Does he think that the American people are 
apt to act without reflection ? Does he think 
that they are incapable of right reasoning ? 
Does he think that they have misappre- 
hended the issue upon which they have just 
rendered a verdict? In 1868 Gen. Hancock 
expressed fears of “nigger domination.” 
The people of the North did not share his 
fears. In September last Gen. Hancock re- 
garded the election of Plaisted in Maine as 


' “a glorious victory” for the Democracy. 


The people of the North looked upon it with 
alarm. In October last Gen. Hancock said 
the tariff question was a local issue which 
was once brought up in his native town.“ 
At the absurdity, the ridiculousness, of this 
propasition the people everywhere laughed. 


But this man, who is so ignorant of the first 


principles of political economy that he be- 
trays himself whenever he opens his mouth 
upon the subject,—this man pities the peo- 
ple! Why? Because they have voted the 
Democratic party down and voted him down. 
It may be cruel to strike a man after he is 
down, but when a man who is down lifts his 
head to make an offensive remark it is just 
to rebuke him. In expressing sorrow for the 
people Gen. Hancock insults them. He im- 
plies that they are incapable of forming and 
yecording an intelligent, just judgment. He, 
the man who more than any Presidential 
candidate known to our politics has shown 
ignorance of public affairs,—he expresses 
his contempt for the intelligence of the 
people by condescending to pity them! The 
assumption of this man Hancock is mon- 
strous; it is equaled only by his dense igno- 
rance. As a rule, criticism of a Presidential 
candidate may well cease with his defeat. 
But when, in the throes of defeat, he sneers 
at the very power by which he so lately 
sought to elevate- himself, to rebuke him is 
mere poetic justice. Nor is it right that Gen. 
Hancock should be held guiltless of respon- 
sibility for the meanness and mendacity of 
the campaign conducted in his interest. He 
had a right, at least, to. insist that the com- 
mon amenities of political warfare should be 
observed by the Democratic party, whose 
standard-bearer he was. He hada right, for 
instance, to protest against efforts to advance 
his cause by the aid of forgery. But he did 
not protest. He allowed Mr. Barnum to 
slander and malign his opponent by all the 
arts of lying and forgery without one word of 
objection. And after itis all over he has the 
audacity to pretend to a feeling of pity for the 
people, because they put behind them a can- 
vass of vilification, perjury, and forgery, and 
made up their verdict upon an intelligent 
consideration of all the facts in the case. 
Perhaps Gen. Hancock may be excused, on 
account of his assumed ignorance of polit

BARNUM. 

Itis a gratifying result of the election that 
the man Barnum, the head of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, is at last meeting 
with his deserts, ft alone at the hands of 
Republicans, who execrate him and his 
villainous methods, but from his own party 
friends, who are not so deeply buried under 
the avalanche but that they can see that he 
was one of the priacipal causes of the mer- 
ciless disaster which has overtaken them, 
and curse the day when they intrusted them- 
selves to his leadership. It is specially 
gratifying to observe that the Southern 
papers have the manliness to concede that 
his methods were alike disgusting and dis- 
graceful. The Memphis Avalanche says: 
Instead of discussing measures, or men, or 
public policy that would promote the general 
welfare, the Democratic managers assailed 
the personal character of Gen. Garfield and 
expended all their force from first to last 
trying to convince Republican voters that 
Garfield was a thief and perjurer. The low 
tone and character given to the canvass by 
the selection of Barnum as Chairman was a 
blunder, and so was the campaign a succes- 
sion of astonishing blunders. It was a car- 
nival of narrow-minded politicians, where 
they played fantastic tricks.” Mr. Watter- 
son, of the Louisville Courier-Journal,speak- 
ing of the canvass, says: “ Everything con- 
spired from time to time to belittle a cam- 
paign ill-planned and ill-managed. and 
never big with inspiration. In spite 
of the captivating personality of Gen. Han- 
cock, the early days of the canvass, which 
were devoted to the foolish work of smirch- 
ing the character of Gen. Garfield, fell stale, 
flat, and unprofitable on the coun- 
try.“ These two representative South- 
ern papers have hit upon one of the 
most prominent causes of the Democratic 
defeat, and there are not wanting many 
others of the Democratic papers who now 
see that their defeat is due to Barnum and his 
disreputable methods. The outcome ought 
to satisfy them on one *point—namely: that it 
is very desirable that the Chairman of their 
National Committee at least should be a gen- 
tleman. This is a title to which Barnum 
cannot lay claim. He is a narrow-minded, 
coarse, vulgar boor, without -politeness, 
without principle, without honor, or even 
that modicum of it which is supposed to ob- 
tain among thieves. His money—and this 
class of men make their money in questiona- 
ble ways—commended him to his party, and 
has given him an influence in its manage- 
ment which was never warranted by his 
character. He has all the small, mean 
vices that aré popularly but perhaps 
unjustly charged to Connecticut Yankees, 
magnified in his case because he has hada 
larger arena in which to display them. It 
was but natural for such a man, so low in 
the scale of morality, and honor, and gen- 
tlemanly courtesy, when allowed the oppor- 
tunity, to conduct a campaign upon the 
methods of the gutters and the slums, and, 
instead of manfully meeting his opponents 
and manfully discussing great principles that 
conduce tothe public welfare, seek to be- 
smirch the opposing candidate with all the 
foulness and coarseness which his own coarse 
and foul nature could suggest, not stopping 
short of falsehood, fraud, forgery, and perjury 
to carry his ends. From the first day of the 
campaign, with his Credit-Mobilier lies, to 
the last day, with his Chinese forgery, he 
never rose above personal abuse and vilifi- 
cation of the foulest and grossest sort. If 
the Democrats ever conduct another cam- 


paign they will probably see the necessity of 


selecting a gentleman to lead them, and not a 
coarse, vulgar boor, whose scurrility at last 
disgusts not only their opponents put them- 
selves. Itisa warning that indecency and 
dishonesty are not the qualities that com- 
mend a party to popular favor.

Spring 
wheat closed le lower, at $1.014@1.01% for No- 
vember and SLG Lon for December. Red 
winter closed steady at $1.08 for cash. Corn 
closed steady at Me for November and 40 
40%c for December. Oats.closed easier at 28% @ 
29c for the month, and one for Decem- 
ber. Rye was Mo spot, and 83%c for December. 
Barley was firmer at Wie for November, and 
86c for December. Hogs were active at 5@l0c 
decline, light selling at $4.60@1.70, and heavy 
grades at $4.50@4.85. Cattle were fairly active 
and unchanged, with sales at $2.00@5.50. 

There was continued quiet in dry-goods cir- 
cles. Comparatively few buyers are present, 
and orders by mail show a decrease. For the 
time of year, however, the movement ie still on 
a generous scale. Prices remain without im- 
portant fluctuations.. In the boot and shoe 
market a fair business is still in progress. 
Clothing, hats and caps, and millinery goods 
also are in fair réquest at sustained values.

Jobbers of 
oils were busy. Carbon, lard, linseed, and tur- 
pentine were quoted firm. Pig iron remains 
quiet and about steady. Coal was firm at $7.00 
for anthracite, $7.00 for Erie and Briar Hill, and 
$1.50 for Wilmington. 

Lumber was steady at the yards, and in good 
demand for shipment and city use. Cargoes 
were quiet, few being Offered, and the day was 
too damp to expect much trade. Wool was firm. 
being in better Eastern demand, the market 
there having advanced to a point that enables 
buyers to operate here. Hides were steadier, 
and in fair request. Seeds were easier, though 
timothy was quoted nearly the same at the close 

as it was on the previous day, while flaxseed 
fell off about g per bu. Broom-corn was firm, 
the sales continuing large and im excess of ex- 
pectations. Hay showed little change, the ship- 
ping and local buyers taking the offerings at the 
recent range of prices.

THE DISASTER RECORD. 
CONDITION OF THE IDO. PFISTER. 

The schooner Guido Pfister has been placed in 
dry-dock at Manitowoc, in order that a formal 
survey may be held to ascertain the extent of 
the repairs that may be necessary and the cost 
of. doing the work. This survey will determine 
whether the owners can abandon the vessel to 
the underwriters as a total loss. W. H. Wolf, of 
the Milwaukee shipbuilding firm of Woif & Da- 
vidson, took a look at the craft just after she 
was docked. He informed Tur TRIBUNE re- 
porter yesterday that she is in a very bad shape 
generaily. At one point her port bilge is crushed 
in for a distance of ten or tweive feet, the 
break including frames and bilge keelsona. 
Her stern is seriously damaged. The

A LEADER OF THE COMMUNE. 


Talk with Gen. Jules Bergeret—Why 
He Refused to Accept the General Am- 
nesty in Paris and Came to This Coun- 
try—Incidents of the Siege of Paris 
and the Commune.

Gen. Jules Bergeret, the originator of the 
movement which led to the Commune in Paris, 
immediately after the Franco-Prussian war, 
some time ago arrived in this city from Europe. 
After languishing abroad during nine years, the 
General received a safe-conduct from the 
French Government, with which he returned to 
Paris for tour months. A general amnesty for 
participation in the Commune was meanwhile 
proclaimed, but instead of taking advantage of 
it, Bergeret left his country altogether. The 
amnesty was granted “out of pity for the ex- 
Ues,“ and as Bergeret considered that simple 
justice alone should have prompted it, he re- 
fused to accept the pardon. 

Since his arrivalin this country the General 
has been living quietiy, and even his own 
countrymen in New York are for the most part 
unaware of his presence. He was, found re- 
cently by a Tribune reporter, after an arduous 
search, in the house of the May Brothers, the 
well-known French cigaret-paper importers. 
Like their visitor, the Mays were most ardent 
supporters of the Commune, and distinguished 
themselves duri those last few terrible days 
when blood flowed in the streets of Paris like 
water. Theyrwould probably have eventu 
shared the same fate asthe majority of the 
comrades if John T. Hoffman, at the time 
Secretary of the United States tion at the 
French Capital, had not prov them with 
American passports. 

Gen. Bergerot is a small, wiry man, between 
W and 40 years of age.

“after this incident, all remained quiet in 
Paris for two months. Smart under the eruel 
lesson they had received at the ds of Trochu, 
the Parisians suffered in silence. But the secret 
committees of the people were not inactive. It 
was determined to resis necessary 
force-—any attempt to take away from Paris the 
rights and autonomy enjoyed by all other cities 
in the Republic. The arbitrary measures of 
Thiers Government continued meanwhile to ir- 
ritate the 88 but on March 18 the last 
straw was laid on the camel's back. The Com- 
mittees of the Paris National Guard—number- 
ing 250,000 men—had appointed me to be the 
General Commandant of the District and of the 
Heights of Montmartre, where the artillery of | 
that military body was posted. Although it had 
been stipulated in the treaty of peace with 
Prussia that the National Guard should not be 
deprived of its arms,—which had been furnished 
by the people,—M. Thiers sent the Eighty-eighth 
and One Hundred and Twentieth Regiments 
of the Line to the Barriere Blanch on 
the above-mentioned date, with orders to 
seize the field batteries in my charge. 
I naturally resented this course of action and 
called upon the Versailles troops, with all the 
eloquence I could master. to come and join our 
ranks. They were evidently disaffected with 
the conduct of the Versailles Government, for 
they came over to us in a body with loud bur- 
rahs and cries of enthusiasm, and we marched 
down together to the Place Vend6Ome. This first 
open resistante to the Versailles Government 
fairly startled the Commune. 

It would be useless for me to enter into the 
details of that dreadful struggle, in which fully 
50,000 hves were sacrificed. Iwill therefore con- 
tent myself with recounting an episode concern- 
ing one of your finest Generals. 1 allude to 
‘Phil’ Sheridun. Four days after the incident 
on the Hights of Montmartre, I was command- 
ing a tof 250 men near the General-staff 
Building, in the Place Vendöme, when a number 
of so-called ‘amis de Versailles, headed by Heury 
de Péne, the journalist, approached me with in- 
sulting language and invectives. They were all 
armed with pistols, slungshots, and loaded sticks, 
and were very An in their gestures. Not 
wishing to shed blood, I endured their imsults 
for twenty-five minutes, warning them the 
whole time to retire. Suddenly I heard a voice 
above me exclaim in broken : Charges 
moi ces canaillesia!’ Looking up, I recognized 
Gen. Phil Sheridan, who was on a 
balcony at the corner of the Rue de la Paix. 
The veteran had come to Paris for the sole pur- 
pose of enjoying the war scenes. Without 
espousing either cause, he had in the present
